The  SATSUMA  is  medium  to  large,  flattened,  deep  orange  color,  thin,  smooth 
skin  which  may  be  stripped  from  meat  with  fingers  without  breaking  the 
sections.  The  fruit  is  practically  seedless,  very  juicy,  of  a  delicious  flavor  different 
from  any  other  orange.  It  begins  to  ripen  in  September,  therefore,  gets  on  the 
market  before  other  varieties  of  oranges,  consequently  commands  a  fancy  price.  It 
is  especially  adapted  to  Southern  part  of  Mississippi,  Alabama,  Georgia,  Louisiana, 
and  Texas. 

It  is  the  hardiest  orange,  being  worked  onto  the  cold  resistant  Citrus  Trifoliata, 
which  imparts  much  of  its  hardiness  to  the  Satsuma  wood. 

EVERY  HOME  ORCHARD  in  the  orange  belt  should  contain  at  least  one-half 
dozen  trees  for  home  use. 

The  Satsuma  tree  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  broad-leaved  EVERGREEN,  and 
many  places  in  the  yard  could  be  used  to  advantage  for  fruit  and  beauty.

HOW  AND  WHEN  TO  TRANSPLANT  ROSES 

Roses  should  be  transplanted  when  dormant — this  is  when  the  leaves  are 
off — which  means  during  the  winter  season.  As  soon  as  the  plants  are  received 
from  the  nursery  set  roots  in  water.  If  any  are  bruised  or  broken,  cut  back 
to  sound  wood.  Plants  are  usually  set  from  2^  to  3  feet  apart.  Have  ground 
thoroughly  prepared  by  spading.  ■  Dig  holes  about  15  inches  deep  and  wide  or 
larger  if  necessary  to  hold  roots  without  cramping.  Put  several  inches  of  well 
rotted  stable  manure  and  clay  in  bottom  of  hole.  Pack  with  foot.  Set  plant  deep 
enough  that  when  finished  the  union  of  graft,  or  where  bud  came  out  from 
main  stem  is  about  1  inch  below  the  surface  of  soil.  Spread  out  roots  as  they 
naturally  grew.  Put  in  good  top  soil  mixed  with  rotted  manure,  packing  firm¬ 
ly  with  hand  about  the  roots.  When  hole  is  about  half  full,  pour  in  half  bucket 
of  water.  Let  settle.  Finish  by  filling  hole  with  top  soil.  NEVER  PUT  COM¬ 
MERCIAL  FERTILIZER  OR  GREEN  MANURE  IN  HOLE.  It  can  be  worked 
around  the  plant  on  top  of  ground.

Trees  grow  off  faster  and  live  better  if  properly  top  and  root  pruned.  Especially 
do  Satsumas  and  all  the  taller  trees  like  peaches,  pears,  plums,  apples  need  to 
be  properly  trimmed  which  not  only  insure  them  living,  but  they  make  a  proper 
headed  tree,  and  will,  within  a  year  or  two  be  larger  than  a  tree  not  pruned. 

OUR  PRICES  are  made  out  on  height  of  the  tree  when  dug.  When  properly 
topped  and  trimmed  the  height  is  materially  reduced.  Therefore,  if  the  height  of  the 
tree  when  received  is  less  than  catalog  height,  it  is  the  result  of  pruning. 

GUARANTEE — We  guarantee  our  trees  to  be  well  grown,  properly  handled, 
packed  and  shipped  according  to  instructions.  Our  liability  under  the  foregoing 
guarantee  is  limited  in  amount  to  original  price  received. 

CLAIMS — If  by  any  possibility  errors  should  occur,  they  will  be  promptly  rec¬ 
tified,  if  claim  is  made  UPON  RECEIPT  OF  TREES. 

CALL  FOR  YOUR  TREES  PROMPTLY  at  express,  inspect  them  and  if  any 
are  broken  or  damaged,  haye  agent  to  write  on  expre.^s  receipt  stating  such  and 
send  the  express  receipt  to  us.  We  will  then  send  you  another  shipment  and  file  a 
claim  with  express  company  for  the  amount  of  damage. 

TERMS — Our  terms  are  cash  with  order  when  shipment  is  to  be  made  at  once. 
If  order  is  sent  in  before  shipping  season,  25  per  cent  of  purchase  price  may  be 
sent  with  order,  trees  will  be  held  for  customer  until  he  wishes  them  shipped,  at 
which  time  balance  of  purchase  price  should  be  sent.
